The dragoons beat them 
back with the butts of their lances, and 
finally the crews were placed onthe 
tenders. Several policemen and drag- 
oons were injured, and about a dozen 
strikers were carried from the scene of 
the conflict. A gunboat arrived today 
at Hull, and another is expected tomor- 
row. itis hoped the presence of the 
gunboats will awe the strikers suffi- 
ciently to prevent further violence.

The Murderous Freak of an Insane 
Young Man. 


He Empties a Winchester Rifle at His 
Parents and Drives Them from the 
House—The City ‘lection 
Today, 


A distressing incident occurred in this 
city Sunday morning at 3 o’clock. ' Milton 
H. Colgrove, son of Mr. and Mrs. H. H. 
Colgrove, suddenly became violently insane, 
and jumping from his bed ran down stairs, | 
grabbed a 44 caliber Winchester rifle, and 
began firing at his aged father and mottier. 
It was certainly a miracle that no one was 
hurt. Young Colgrove fired seventeen shots 
at his father and mother.. but not one of 
them took effect.

Light on the Delinquent Tax 


Sales Bill. 


Report ot Representatives of the 
Non-partisan Association. 


The Opposition to the Measure from 
the Controller’s Office. | 


Three Million Dollars Which Will Be 
Diverted from the Hands of the 
| State Trpasury into the Hands 
of Agents—The 83 Fee.

The revort of ex-Mayor Hazard and 
Abbot Kinney, presented to the Execu- 


tive Committee of the Non-Partisan Re-. 


form Association Saturday afternoon, 
brief mention of which was made in 
Tue Timms, was a very exhaustive docu- 
ment, giving in detail the action taken 
by the Legisiature on the several bills 
prepared by the association, and which 
they were sent to Sacramento to look 
after. Most of the matters treated 
have heretofore been published in the 
telegraphic and news columns of Tar 
Times. The report, however, contains 
some important information which has 
never been made public, and, as the as- 
sociation proposes to carry on its work, 
it is of general interest. Among other 
matters treated at length by Messrs. 
Hazard and Kinney is thé amendment 
requiring the State to buy all real prop- 
erty sold for taxes. This amendment, 
it will be remembered, passed both 
houses, but was vetoed by the Governor. 
which action on the part of the Execu- 
tive caused great.surprise in this city, 
as the bill had been very carefully 
drawn, and it Was thought that every 
objection had been met. On this bill 
the repert contains the following, much 
of which is new matterto the general 

This bill (No. 81), one of the most im- 


portant and about which a large amountof }. 


work was done by i representatives in 
Sacramefto, passed the Senate and Asseni- 
bly by an almost unanimous vote, but has 
been vetoed by the Governor on informa- 
tion obtained from the Controller. The 
Controller, together with the Attorney- 


General of the State has appointed agents 


in different parts of the State to collect de- 
linquent taxes, and has given them, under 
a written contract, 15 per cent. of all col- 


lections made and $3 for every notice 


served. The Controller informs the Gov- 
ernor that these outstanding taxes are de-* 
linquent to the amount of $20,000,000. 
(Why not amend the law that produces such 
a condition of affairs.) Fifteen per cent. 
of this amount would be $3,000,000, and 
this $3.000,000 of revenue of the State is 


‘to be diverted from the treasury into 


the pockets of these agents, and this order 
of thingsis to be continued without any 
attempt to stop it, but rathér a persistent 
effort to defeat this bill. 

For some reason (and for what, we leave 

you to conjecture) we founda decided ob. 
jection to this bill emanating from the 
Controller's office, reinforced by these 
agents from our own city and other parts 
of the State. The objections to the bill 
were a mere blind to defeat it. 
_ On our own application to otr County 
Treasurer we find that his books show thit 
R. F. House, the agent for this county, 
drew $8271.50 (less $400.30, which he 
stillclaims and against the. payment of. 
which we have protested) in ~ fourteen - 
months past. This is a portion of what he 
gets; he draws from the State also. 

One of these agents drew as his fees in 
one case alone the sum of $6009, and Mr. 
House collected over $200 from -the .same 
individual for serving notice on a lot of 
lots after these lots had been reconverted 
into. farming lands. A _represenative 
of your organization called upon the 
Controller a few days prior to the end 
of the session to’ ascertain if some- 
thing could not be done to prevent this loss 
of revenue to our county. and the Con- 
troller said the law would have to be 
amended, and when asked why, insteai of 
trying to amend the law, he was trying to 
defeat the only bill that pretended to offer 
any remedy, replied that he had up a 
bill, and when asked the number oft ®, said 
it lost..’ We are informed that re 
sponsible parties offered, at the time this 
contract was made, to collect these delin- 
quent taxes for the fee paid for serving the 
notices alone, and turn the $3,000,000 
into the treasury, but that proposition was 
declined and these appointments made. 
The reckless manner in which notices are 
being sent out by these agents of the State 
to persons. who have already paid their 
taxes. and for which the agents charge 
and claim $3 for each notice, would indi- 
cate that no attempt whatever is made to 
ascertain whether taxes have been paid or 
not, but are sent for the sole purpose of 
making the $3 for each notice. When the 
person served witb notice presents his tax 
receipt, these agents still claim the $3 for 
serving the notice. ‘To illustrate this dis- 
reputable practice, let us give you a letter 
received from San Diego by a resident of 
our city (the agent of Gov. Downey) who 
had paid his taxes in full, and scent his re- 
ceipts. We do this for the purpose of show: 
ing the connection of the Attorney-General 
with this deal more than anything else. 
His high position is invoked to get the $3 
in each case. stress being laid on that point, 
in the same breath where admission is 
made that no notice whatever should have 
been 


. “SAN DLEGO, March 18, 1893. 
** Dear si nswering your letter of the 
98th inst., d say up to the last two 
months the Board of Supervisors canceled 
the certificate of taxes issued whén a 
double assessment was shown. Atty.-Gen. 
Hart gave them notice some time ago that 
they had no authoritv'to cancel certificates: 
that the party must redeem and putina 
claim for the amount, which the Supervis- 
ors may pay from contingent fund. This 
they willdo, except the $3 for serving the 
notice, saying the county cannot afford to 
ive the attorney employed by the State the 
$3 for serving the notice. The Auditor 
will not redeem, because there is a con: 
tract with Attorney Wright to collect taxes 
sold to the State. Attorney Wright insists 
on having his $3,. and the Board of Super- 
visors say as the county gets no part of the 
$3 they cannot by law payit back.

stuted in the county that the true inward- 
ness of thisthing may be developed and 
that the authority whereby the Con- 
troller and Attornev-General assume” to 
farm out the revenues of the State be le- 
gally determined. You may rely on one 
thing, andthatis if vou wait until these 
State officers a remédy you will be 
disappointed, and in this connection we 
eal say that we have filed with the 
County Treasurer a protest against the 
furtber payment to Mr. House of any élaim 
under this contract, and the subject has 
been referred to and is now in the hands of 
the District Attorney. 

In the matter of the bill providing for 
the appointment of a conimissioner to 
sell property under foreclosure of mort-. 
gage, which bill was so amended as to 

render it comparatively .‘‘innocuous,’’ 
the report says:

This duty under sec- 
tion 726 of the Code of Civil Procedure is 
now a&8signed to the Sheriff, and the fees or 
commissions derived from such sales go to 
the county, but under the bill to amend 
said section (via, Senate bill No. 555,) the 
commigsions go to the commissioner. [If 
this biH should become a law, it would take 
from the county and give to commissioners 
at least $20,000 per annum, provided all 
sales were mage by commissioners. Of 
course all sales would not be so made, 
only the ones that there is a good commis- 
sion in; but taking the largest ones, it 
would certainly amount.to $10,000 per 
annom. It does not lessen the expense to 
the county to any extent, only dispensing 
with one clerkin the Sheriff's office. All 
the work attending the foreclosure would 
have to be performed by the county up to 
the time that the county has a chance to 
get some of the expense back, then the bill 
steps in and gives it to a commissioner, 
We have examined the accounts of the 
Sheriff's office for the past two years, and 
find that there has been paid into the 
treasury $41,406 on. sale of mortgaged 
prop pertyyunder execution, and we are in- 

rmeéd that it will average $20.000 per 
year; therefore, we are decidedly ot the 
opinion that the bill should not become a 
law. Please look into the matter, and we 
think you will be satisfied to opposc;its 
passage, which we sincerely hope you will!

A Commercial Reminiscence. 

A correspondent sends the following 
conundrum, which he wishes us to pro- 
pound to Senator Frye, the special 
pleader for the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company: ‘If Santa Monica be 
the better place for a harbor, whv was 
it that the Southern Pacific destroyed a 
good wharf and landing there, after 
buying the Los Angeles and Indepen- 
dence Railroad from Senator Jones?”’ 

The Santa Monica wharf had proved 
very serviceable, if we remember cor- 
rectly, and it had brought ship and rail 
together (without the intervention of 
lightgrs,) for the first time in’ the his- 
tory of Los Angelescounty. There was 
hardly a day in the vear when one of 
the coast steamers could not land there 
with perfect safety. The Santa Mon- 
ica wharf, in fact, was considered a 
tremendous success, and it promised to 
save the people of Los Ange- 
les about $120,000 a year, which 
they had been paying for lighter- 
age between the San Pedro offing and 
Wilmington. But, in face of all this, 
when the Southern Pacific had squeezed 
Senator Jones until he was forced to 
give up his road, it not only stopped 
the handling of ocean passengers and 
freights at Santa Monica, but it went 
through the farce of waving its chief 
engineer condemn the wharf as unsafe, 
and tore down the greater part of that 
structure. Then it relegated all of the 
ocean business back to the antiquated 
lighterage system. 
Slough. It must be remembered that 
the present landing at San Pedro had 
not then been established, nor had the 
inner harbor been improved sufficiently 
for landing purposes. Yet the South- 
ern Pacific Company evidently regarded 
Wilmington as the better port, else why 
did it abandon Santa Monica with its 
better landing facilities, and force the 
-commerce of this county back into the 
antiquated and expensive lighterage 
system? 

Senator Frye, if he will delve deeply 
enough into the commercial history of 
this coast, will find out that the Southern 
Pacific has had several changes of heart, 
at one time and another, some of which 
have been induced by the greed 
of gain; and some that have been forced 
upon it by competition. The company 
would have clung to the lighterage sys- 
tem to the present day, we doubt not 
(since it handicapped ocean trafficin a 
most delightful wav, 
pretty penny into the railroad’s treas- 
ury,) had it not been for the fact that 
the Santa Fé system came to this coast 
and established superior shipping facili- 
ties at San Diego. That forced the

$3,000,000 in making a harbor for its 
exclusive benefit.

Offensive Snobbery at the Naval Re-

Hilary A. Herbert, Secretary of the 
Navy, has adopted a policy by which he 
will get himself disliked in refusing to 
allow transportation to newspaper rep- 
resentatives in the great naval parade 
in New York Harbor on the 27th inst. 
The scribes will find out alt-that is 
worth knowing about ‘the event at any 
rate, and each one will nowtake special 
delight in burning up the hilarious Sec- 
retary. This sort of discrimination 
‘against the press of the country, 
which crops out occasionally in im- 
portant. public events, is a _ sort 
of snobbery which ought to be 
severely punished and made odious. 
The naval review, if it is anything at 
all, is a, demonstration to the world, 
and the fullest information con- 
cerning it should be laid before 
the world. Perhaps a million people 
who happen to be in New York 
and on shipboard in the harbor will see 
it. But many millions ,will depend on 
the columns ofthe press for all they 
can find out abourit. Adiscourtesy in 
denying facilities to the press is, then, 
not simply asnubto the newspapers, 
‘but an affront to the millions of people 
who must look through their eyes. 
This naval review is not forthe special 
delectation of tke people present or 
forthe aggrandizement ofthe Presi- 
dent and other officials. It is in honor 
of a historical event, and for the glory 
of the United States. The people of 
the whole country havea direct inter- 
est in it, and official snobbery at such a 
time is in the worst kind of taste.

A FAR-WEST VETERAN. 


Col. Charles D. Poston of Arizona—A Not- 
able Uareer. 
Spectal Correspondence of The Times. 
Penix Ariz.,) April 7.—One of the 
notable characters of Arizona, anda 
man who has had a most prominent, 
useful and interesting life, is Col. 
‘Charles D. Poston, agent of the United 
States Department of Agricu'ture for 
Arizona. 
far West. 


left Nashville, Tenn., wept to Cali- 
fornia, joined the Argonduts and was 
honored with a first-class appointment 
in the custom-house at Sah Francisco. 
Upon the conclusion of the treaty with 
Mexico for the purchase of Arizona he 
embarked with a company of about 
thirty men for exploration of the new 
territory, arriving at Guaymas in Jan- 
uary. 1854. After examining the Ter- 
ritory and taking specimens of its 
mineral wealth, he returned to Cali- 
fornia and thence by Panamato New 
York, Kentucky and Washington, where 
he spent the year 1855, enlisting in- 
terest for the new possessions. 


a company and funds for opening the 
silver mines, and continued this ardu- 
ous and dangerous occupation until re- 


dent of the company,) in 1858, when 
he transferred, his intelligence to the 
oftice of the company in New York. 
Upon the commencement of the Civil 
War he was in charge of the company’s 
business in Arizona, with a plant which 
had cost nearly a million dollars, 
When the country was abandoned by 
the United States troops, and after sad 
havoc by Mexicans, Indians and Ameri- 
cans, he left the country in ruins, with 
only one companion, Prof. Pumpelly; 
vide ‘‘Across America and Asia.’’ Re- 
pairing to Washington he served awhile 
as volunteer aid to this old friend, Gen. 
Heintzelman. 

In 18638 he was 
dent Lincoln Superintendent of Indian 
Affairs for Arizona. Upon the organi- 
zation of civil government in Arizona 
he was elected first delegate to Con- 
gress. At the conclusion of his term 
he made the tour of Europe, visited-the 
Paris exposition of 1867, and wrote 
a little book called ‘Europe in 
‘the Summer Time.” Returning to 
Washington he resumed the practice of 
law in partnership with Judge Botts 
of California; but the delays of Wash- 
ington jurisprudence were irksome to 
an impetuous nature. Whenthe news 
of the Burlingame Chinese Embassy 
came over the wires it fired’an old am- 
bition to see “the splendor and havoc 
of Asia,’’ and he obtained an honorary 
commission from Mr. Seward to visit 
Asia in the ostensible interest of ‘‘im- 
migration and irrigation,’’ and was also 
commissioned as bearer of dispatches 
from the Chinese Embassy to the Em- 
peror of China. He was accompanied 
on the voyage by his old friend and 
traveling companion, Ross Browne, 
Minister to China. 

Before the inauguaration of Presi- 
dent Hayes Col. Poston was appointed 
by President Grant Register of the 
Land Office in Arizona, and, like an 
Arab, returned tothe desert, and was 
lost to sight for ten years. He also 
served as Consular Agent at. Nogales, 
Mexico, and Military Agent at El Paso. 
For the past five years in Washington 
he has been engaged in promoting the 
interest of irrigation by the Govern- 
ment on the arid lands of the West, a 
measure Jjestined to produce more good 
results than any enterprise since the 
construction of the Pacific railways.

The Present Superintendent and His Sys- 
tem the Only Issue in the Fight— 
The New Precincts in the 

| City Election. 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

The greatest interest in the city election, 
to take place today, lies in the vote upon 
members of the Board of Education. It is 
a Frye and anti-Frye fight, thatis, it is a 
struggle to determine whether the ‘policy 
in school matters, inaugurated and prose- 
cuted by Alexander E. Frye, the city Su” 
perintendent.of Schools, under and with 
the approval and encouragement of the 
present Board of Edccation, shall be main- 
tained or not. . 

The supporters of Mr. Frye maintain 
that under the policy introduced by him 
the schools have made the most rapid prog- 
ress in their history; that the methods he 
has introduced are best suited to promote 
the interests of the pupil; that it was 
through the efforts of Mr. Frye in behalf 
of the schools that they have come to be 
recognized throughout the country as 
among foremost of the schools of the 
United States. 

It is because of these things, and the 
gratifying results atained among the 
pupils individually, that the present board 
has been led to take avery active partin 
the present campaign. and has been using 
every effort to find out the wishes of the 
parents of pupils and to secure the election 
of new members upon the board, who will 
carry forward the policy inaugurated by 
the outgoing board. The attitude of. the 
teachers in the schools was also ascer- 
tained by means of a meeting held a 
couple of weeks ago, at which printed 
questions bearing upon the objections 
raised by the opposition were pre- 
semted to the teachers and_ their 
answers submitted in writing. unsigned. 
The board then prepared a bulletin to the 
citizens based upon the replies received. 
The answers show conclusively that the 
studies of arithmetic, reading, writing, 
spelling and geography are not neglected 
for the study of the natural sciences, and 
that the teachers approve of the methods 
now in vogue. In all but vo instances the 
teachers indorse the policv of holding teach- 
ers’ meetings. 

The School Board extended its activitv 
in the campaign to the holding of public 
meetings at various places during the past 
week, the last one being held at the opera- 


stirrimg addresses were made by members 
of the board. Indications now point to the 
triumph of the Frye supporters.’ 
THE NEW PRECINCTS IN THE CITY ELECTION. 
When the Board of City Trustees at- 
tempted to redistrict the city into new 
wards last fall, such a hue and cry was 
raised by the citizens, and through the 
press, that the ordinance defining the boun- 
daries of the proposed wards was with- 
drawn. Some weeks «later, however, an- 
other ordinance was introduced, by which 
the boundaries were changed but little 
from those proposed in the first, and it be- 
came an act without much being said about 
it. It was charged at the time that the 
changing of the boundaries of the precincts 
was for the ghiredke of perpetuating the in- 
cumbents in. office, and for the personal 
gain of the City Trustees. But the 
chairman — of the since- 
resigned, and neither be nor either 
of the other two, whose terms ex- 
pire this spring, is a candidate for reélec- 
tion.
